How Canada Has Profited 


The figures show plainly enough 
how Canada has profited by that 
Democratic reduction of the tariff, 
which was especially heavy on many 
of the commodities brought from the 
Dominion.

Canada is selling 
us a great deal more than ever before 
and what she sells comes into direct 
competition with the products of 
American farms, forests and factories, 
and the Democratic tariff helps her to 
do it. That tariff works much more 
to Canada’s advantage than any recl- 
procity arrangement would have done,

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter sectiom of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Siask- 
atchowan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agenoy 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitabbo 
house is required except whore resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homosteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-sectiion alongvside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 aores extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions.

Trebizond, Great Turkish 
fortress Captured 


MANY THOUSANDS OF 
TURKS CAPTURED 


Petrograd, April 20 — Full details 
are still lacking of the surprisingly 
swift Russian descent upon Trebizond 
and of the strategy, that foreed the 
Turkish defenders preeipitately to a- 
bandon the city, which, with Ger- 
manl assistance, they had made overy 
effort to convert into a stronghold 
impregnable against Russian attack 
from the soa or land. But, according 
to the latest dispatches, a decisive 
part of the Russian operations was 
played by the Black Sea fleet, which, 
after a severe bombardment of the 
city and the destruction of the great 
Turkish shore batteries, landed a 
considerable number of troops and 
further threatened. This move was 
carried out in concert with the ad- 
vance of the Russian land forces, 


SCATTER PELL MELL 


As soon as the Turks witnessed the 
Russian preparations to land beyond 
Trebizond they gave up all resistance 
and scattered pell mell in the two 
directions open to them—the route 
along the coast and the road south- 
west toward Erzingan. 

Trebizond contained a garrison of 
between 50,000 and §0,000. What part 
of these troops effeeted their escape 
it is nut possible to say, but it is be- 
lieved that large numbers were cut 
off and made prisoner by the forces 
landed from the Russian transports. 
A considerable amount of war booty 
including a large number of latest 
type German heavy guns, was left 
behind, for since the fall of Erzorum 
Trebizond has been the chief base 
and provisioning genter for the Turkg 
operating in this theater. 


SLAVS HAVE FIRM FOOTHOLD 


With the fall of Trebizond the 
Turks lost the second of their two 
principal fortified points in Asia 
Minor and will in future have to de- 
pend solely upon improvised defences 
and the natural = difliculties of the 
country to prevent the west- 
ward sweep of the Russian armies. 

Russia’s firm foothold on the Ar- 
menian plateau, it is contended by 
officials in Petrograd, will open up a 
brilliant prospect for the future op- 
rations of the Caucasian armies, 
whose right flank is now secured, per 
mitting the advance of the central 
armies west of Erzerum without 
danger of a Turkish turning move 
ment from the coast,

High River Member Gives Day and 
Date of Large Number of Alleged 
Transactions 


On Thursday, April 13th, Dr. 
Stanley, of High River, moved for a 
royal commission to investigate 
charges made against Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hon. C. W. Cross, and his de- 
partment. The charge is one of cor- 
rupt practices, and is of sufficient 
importance to warrant the appoint- 
ment of a royal commission of inves- 
tigators. The following is the full re- 
port of the charges:— 


THE CHARGES 


Prior to the provincial general el- 
licensees of

ection in 1913, certain 


in the sum of $10,000 which note was 


pay to Deyl, but failed to do so. 
This sum of $1,008.00 was never paid 
to Rudyk and it was nevor intended 
that it should be repaid to him and 
when Deyl asked Rudyk to lend him 
this $1,000.00, Rudyk knew that it 
was not really a loan, but that it 
was a payment of a certain sum to 
and the transfer of the license of the 
International hotel.

THEY NEEDED MONEY 

Belanger told Greenberg to go back 
and tell his brother Max Greenberg 
to see Brunnell and ask him for $400 
or $500, and bring it, together with 
his money, to Edmonton, and in casa 
he cpuld not do so to bring a check 
payable to 
that Belanger could cash it. Bolanger 
told him that they needed a lot of 
monoy and would turn it over to the 
campaign fund. Max Greenberg came 
to Edmonton the next morning and 
settled with Belanger. Greenberg saw 
Teviotdale in Edmonton, Teviotdale 
mentioned that the Cross by-election 
cost the Licensed Victuallers’ asso- 
ciation $12,000, but that they had 
control of the chief liconse inspector 
for the province. Max Greenberg was 
prosecuted by one called ‘‘Scotty,’’ 
who was afterward convicted and 
was supposed to go to jail at Fort 
Saskatchewan. The said Greenberg 
then went to Edmonton for the pur- 
pose of secing the Hon. C. W. Cross 
or his agents. He did see W. A. Deyl, 
who asked of him, Greenberg, the 
sum of $300 to fix his ease and get 
some provincial detective out of his 
way. The said Greenberg procured 
the money and later paid it over to 
the said Deyl. 


GAVE HIM FIXING FEE 


Upon the return of the said Green- 
borg to Edson he called to see one 
Jerry Callaghan, a wholesale liquor 
licensee of that place, and found it 
necessary to give the said Jerry Cal- 
laghan the -sum of $250 as a fixing 
fee. The case of Max Creenberg was 
brought to trial on a charge of run- 
ning a bawdy house. The yitnesses 
consisted of a few prostitutes (one 
brought specially from Calgary), 
who were on their way to the segre- 
gated district in Edson, 

The case was dismissed by Inspec- 
tor Raven, who said he could send a 
copy of the evidence to the license 
commissioners. No defence was offer- 
ed so that only the evidence on be 
half of the prosecution could hava 
been sent. The fixing foes proved ef- 
feetual. 

AN EDSON DEAL 


In January, 1914, John J. Creigh- 
ton, of Edson, purchased from ono 
Joe Larose the licensed privileges of 
the Commercial hotel at Edson, and 
the hotel was continued in Larose’s 
name until June of the game year, 
1914. On or about the Ist of June, 
1¥l4, the said Creighton came to 
Edmonton to see about a transfer 
of the license to him. tle met James 
A. Powell in Edmonton on or about 
the Gth day of June. Powell said that 
C. W. Cross, the attorney-general, 
was hard up and that it would take 
some money tu fix him, as they were 
kicking about the license.- Creighton 
asked how much it would cost, and 
Powell replied that it would take 
$500, and that it might take even 
$1,000, and that the money must bo 
paid that day. Creighton replied that 
he did not have the money, and Po- 
well agreed to take Creighton's 
cheque for $500 and to furnish this 
amount in cash or notes on his be- 
half, :

A MORANVILLE CASE 


On or about May of 1915 Provinei- 
al Detectives Hand and Murphy visit- 
jed the Morinville hotel and the Al- 
jberta hotel, both located in the town 
of Moranville. In one they purchased 
liquors after legal hours and in tho 
other they purchased liquors in wholo 
sale quantities. In one of the hotels 
the bartender who served them had 
no license. The samples of liquor 
were taken and initialed by the de- 
tectives. The names of the hotels, the 
time of purchase, tho amounts paid, 
description of the change received 
were distinctly marked upon the la- 
bels. These samples were forwarded 
to Chief Provincial Detective Morris, 
together with detailed reports under 
the signatures of Hand and Murphy. 
| No prosecution: whatever was in- 
stituted. Six cases of this nature 
|were personally secured by Detective 
Hand during 1915 and no action was 
taken upon any of them. An official 
higher up then Morris instructed him, 
land, at various times that no ac 
tion was to be taken against certain 
specified, hotels, and in other cases he 
Hand, was urged to secure any evi- 
dence possible against them. There 
was a preferred list of hotels and a 
blacklist of hotels. 


CHARGE AGAINST CROSS 


Up to 1914 the licensees of the pro 
vince had been compelled to pay to 
agents of the attorney-general vari- 
ous sums of money amounting in all 
to approximately $200,000: and in a 
number of instances, such sums of 
money were paid under intimidation 
by threats on the part of the agents 
of the attorney-general, and because 
of coercion on the part of the said 
agent through the liquor license 
jbranch of the attorney-general’s — de- 
partment and the evident control of 
‘the same by sttch agents.

INTERESTS NOT PROTECTED 

Mr. Speaker, the! resolution charges 
the minister of railways with not 
protecting the public interests—with 
gross negligence with regard to the 
demand upon the progress estimates 
in connection with the different lines 
not only in connection with the J. 
D. McArthur lines but in connection 
with all the lines under provincial 
guarantee, and in this connection I 
have before me the lines which aro 
properly known as ‘‘the Sifton rail- 
way guarantee policy,’’ which was 
the policy on which the premier went 
to the country during the spring of 
1913. It is under chapter 19 of 1911- 
12 statutes, which guarantees vari- 
ous lines throughout the length and 
breadth of Alberta, and which was 
wrought before the attention of the 
house at last session in which I 
contended that out of the 1,275 miles 
of guaranteed railways at that time 
only ninety-three miles had been ac- 
tually built up to the last session. 
Since that time there has been some 
more construction on the line that 
runs through Camrose, and to-day 
there are 154 miles completed out of 
the total of 1,275, and in connection 
with these lines we have the amounts 
which have been paid to the com- 
pany on the work done and I wish 
to show from this, Mr. 
~that the public interest has not been 
safeguarded in respect to the pay- 
ments out on these progress esti- 
mates. Take the Onoway line; there 
were thirty-three miles completed 
and forty miles of grade, on which 
$1,118,448 has been paid.

{Famous Nurse Writes of 
German | Atrocities 


Soeur Martron, the famous Dutch 
nurse, who wears more decorations 
and has had more field experience 
than probably any other Red Cross 
nurse in Europe, has just come back 
to London after work in hospitals 
from Brussels to Salonica. She has 
kept a diary, which she is preparing 
for publication after the war, 
‘and in describing, in the TLondon 
Weekly Dispatch, her life since the 
fateful August of the year 1914 she 
gives some remarkable extracts from 
it. It is a document filled with 
| thumbnail sketches of such men as 
‘King Albert, King Peter of Serbia, 
Queen Elizabeth of Belgium, the 
Crown Prince of Serbia, Marshal von 
der Goltz, Burgomaster Max of Brus- 
sels, and other celebrities, and .it 
gives a wonderful insight into the 
hospital aspect of the war.

Strenuous Session 


The 1916 session of the provincial 
legislature prorogued Wednesday, 
April 16, juizutenant ~*~ Governor 
Brett closing it after assentiug to 
forty-six public and private bills, the 
result of two months hard leyisla- 
tive work, 

The Liecutenant-Governor, arrived 
accompanied by an escort of the R. 
N.W.M.P., in charge of Inspector 
Wood, who provided the escort of 
ten on an hour's notice. He was ac- 
companied by Inspector ‘Tupper as 
aide-de-camp. 

This session, the hardest in sever- 
al years, saw the members perfectly 
willing to end their labors. The de- 
bates and discussions have been keen 
hand very protracted, and the com- 
lmittee work hag been more grinding 
‘than any of the members can remem- 
ber, The goVernment measures pass- 
ed this session include the suflrage 
bill, the prohibition bill, and a num- 
ber of new taxation measures, includ 
ing the wmendments to the corpora- 
tions taxation act, the taxing of 
theatre-goers, the taxing of shares 
the granting of power, to villages 
and towns to aepart from the single 
tax principle, the giving the city of 
edmonton power to hold a tax sale, 
the bringing in of a moratorium for 
Volunteers and reservists enlisted for 
active service, and gave soldiers in 
the province a right to. cast votes in 
elections wherever they are located.

Former Head of Shell Com- 
mittee Says He Knows 
Nothing of Crooked 
Dealings 
Toronto, April 8.—'‘As far as Iam 
concerned, the dealings of the shell 
committee were absolutely square,’’ 
said General Sir Alexander Bertram 
when interviewed at the Queen’s 
Hotel last night. He declined to dis- 
cuss any of the charges made in tho 
House of Commons; dismissing all 
queries with a smile and with the re 
mark that everything will be brought 
to light when the royal commission 

gets its machinery working. 

“T have a great deal off my mind,” 
said General Bertram. ‘‘I am quite 
satisfied with the way the shell com- 
mittee did its work. It was a clean 
job. From the very first. I kept poli- 
ities out of the whole business. 
| “T am not afraid of any inquiry. 
‘Everything is on record, and at the 
proper time and place, all will be 
‘made public, All the work that could 
be done in Canada was done here. Of 
course, the manufacturers made mis- 
takes just as we expected they would 
do. But this was inevitable for men 
entering an entirely new industry. 
They had to gain experience and they 
‘have done remarkably well. 

“T look for improvement in the 
future. There are 
which the standard of the work could

When questioned about the Ottawa 
charges and the dealings he had with 
Col. Allison, General Bertram said 
that he knew practically nothing a- 
bout Col. Allison, because he had 
only met him casually a couple of 
times.

Soeur Martron, the famous Dutch 
nurse, who wears more decorations 
and has had more field experience 
than probably any other Red Cross 
nurse in Europe, has just come back 
to London after work in hospitals 
from Brussels to Salonica. She has 
| kept a diary, which she is preparing 
for publication after the war, 
‘and in describing, in the London 
Weekly Dispatch, her life since the 
fateful August of the year 1914 sho 
gives some remarkable extracts from 
it.
